DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 11, 13, 14, and 16-21 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose or render obvious a wheel drive for an industrial vehicle 
comprising a first electric prime mover having a first drive shaft, a second electric prime 
mover having a second drive shaft, a brake for braking the drive wheel, the first electric 
prime mover, the second electric prime mover, and the brake all being disposed co- 
axially with the second drive shaft, the brake being located between the first prime 
mover and the second prime mover. The prior art of record particularly fails to disclose 
or render obvious the combination of the elements disclosed above with limitation of the 
second drive shaft drives an inner central wheel of a planetary transmission having 
planetary gears operative connected with a first hollow gear and a second hollow gear, 
the first hollow gear and the second hollow gear have different numbers of teeth, and 
the first hollow gear communicates with one part of the industrial vehicle and the second 
hollow gear communicates with a rotating part.
